Mr. ROBERT D. LEIGHNINGER, Assistant Office 
Manager, Travelers Insurance Company, Cincinnati Branch, Car ew 
Tower Building, advised that their records reflect that Mrs. 
C. S, BART, 263 Atkeier Avenue, Brooklyn, New York, occupation 
housewife, maintains an automobile accident insurance policy 
#MV-68l2399, with that company, covering a 19i|l Plymouth Special 
Deluxe Two Door Sedan, motor number P12-1*7U35>9. Under the terms 
of this policy Mrs. BART carries a liability coverage on instant 
car, amounting to $10,000.00 and $30,000.00 bodily injury, 
$5000,00 property damage and a comprehensive clause covering 
fire, theft, etcetera, the annual premium amounting- to $117.30. 
According to LEIGHNINGER, the billing date of this policy is

Mrs* STRAUSS indicated that at tho present 
time Mrs* BART*s policy is in a delinquent status in view of 
the fact that the current year's premium payment (1951 to

STRAUSS said that in an attempt to clear up this discrepancy 
she had directed a notice to this effect to Krs. BART shortly 
after September 1, 1951* but to date has reseive.l no -reply* 
It is to be noted that this is probably the corr$ ^cadence 
referred to in referenced letter* Based upon thin ,t ssvr^ti^n* 
Mrs* STRAUSS was queried as to whether this lottsr Lad been 
returned to her, indicating thnt the subjexstre: vif'.' tfa* no 
longer residing at the Brooklyn address to which *3he> roplt^I 
in the negative* However, she stated in the evo;ii JnformstS.cn 
should come to her attention* reflecting a ohango'cf s*ldress 
for Mrs. C. S. BART> she would notify tho Cincinnctt Office 
immediately* 

Subsequently, Mr. LEIGHNINGEft advised that 
in view of the delinquent status of this policy, he would 
direct a letter of cancellation to Mrs. BART, allowing her ton 
days in which to reinstate the policy, otherwise it :*ould bo 
dropped. Mr. LEIGHNINGER stated ho would place a stop in his 
files in the event a reply is received from this letter and 
notify the Cincinnati Office. 

On October 1, 1951, Mr. LEIGHNINGER ad- 
vised that on that date tho policy cancellation letter 
directed to Mrs. BART on September 25 > 1951, had been re- 
turned as "Unclaimed - no forwarding address."

Ho 
further stated that before joining that company, GOLDSMITH 
had been associated with the Cincinnati Office of the 
Connecticut Mutual Life Insurance Company and that for a 
period following the termination of his employment at 
Connecticut Mutual, he continued to handle certain policies 
for that company while in the employ of the W. E. Lord Com- 
pany. . 

Mr. STANLEY PREDRICKS, Office Manager, 
Cincinnati Agency of the Connecticut Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, Carew Tower Building, advisod that CONSTANCE STRAUSS 
formerly held three thirty year endowment policies with that 
company but requested the surrender value on all three on 
Juno 20 and 23, 1950, while residing at 263 Atkins, Brooklyn, 
Now York.

Mr, FREDRICKS stated that in the event 
subject*? wife had instituted a new policy at the time the 
surrender value on the above policies was claimed, such in- 
formation would not appear in the records of the Cincinnati 
agency. He said that detailed* information regarding the 
above and any subsequent policies taken out by Mrs. BART 
could be -obtained from the home office of the Connecticut 
Mutual Life Insurance Company, ll^O Garden Street, Hartford, 
Connecticut • 

Mr. A, EDGAR AUB, President, A. E. Aub 
and Company, Brokers, ' 1205 Union Trust Building, advised 
that the last contact had by his company with CONSTANCE 
STRAUSS was on July 10, 1939* at which time his firm re- 
purchased securities previously sold to her. Mr. AUB stated 
that his records indicated that the last known address of 
the subject's wife was that of 1022 Dakin Street, Chicago, 
Illinois, in 19l*l> and that a communication directed to that 
address in November, 191*9, was returned with the notation 
"no forwarding address." Mr. AUB related that his firm had 
served as investment brokers for CONSTANCE STRAUSS from 1927 
through 1939 and in view of the length of this association, 
ho was reluctant to make available his records for monitoring 
purposes, stating it was a long standing policy of the firm 
to treat such accounts as confidential. However, he indicated 
that the type of securities sold to CONSTANCE STRAUSS would 
have reached their date of maturity or else would have been 
sold by her in view of the period of time which has elapsed 
since the dates of purchase. In view of this, Mr. AUB stated 
it would be highly improbable to ascertain her financial 
status based upon the information contained in his records. 

All Confidential Security Informants of 
the Cincinnati Field Division were contacted and were fur- 
nished with a photograph and description of subject PHILIP

He letter to the Director dated October 3, 1951. 

Examination of Grand Rapids city directory, credit records, 
and of birth, marriage, death, and divorce records in the 
office of the Kent County Clerk, Grand Rapids, has failed 
to indie nte that anyone with the narae ttL3INQ£& has lived in 
that area. It appeared, however, that a name with similar 
phonetic sound, EL2INGA, is a very common name among the 
Butch residents of the area. 

A search of all available records failed to disclose any 
reference to a ViiHA EL2IU0A. However, it was found there 
was a marriage record of one RUTH BL2INGA and ALFRBD G0.-.T*. 
Inasmuch as referenced letter indicated that one RUTH A&lAteA 
(probably phonetic) had married one ALFRKD 0AT2 (probably 
phonetic J , the probability arose that this marriage actually 
applied to the sister of v£RA, the former wife of PHILIP BART.
